Тнв improvement of the Port of Caleatta, by 
supplying greater facilities ‘for the landing and 
shipping of goods, is a subject which every year 
becomes more important and urgent. The sub- 
ject has on more than one occasion been under the 

. consideration of the Supreme and Local Govern- 
ments, and several proposals have been made for 
carrying out the desired improvements. 

The Supreme Government. and. the Cham!er of 


Commerce have expressed opinions in favor of the | 


carrying out the desired improvements through 
the ageucy of a body of Trustees and the present, 
Bill has accordingly been framed with that view. 
But inasmuch as the improvement of the Portis a 
matter very nearly affecting the local interests of 


the Town of Calcutta, it is proposed thet the | 
Municipality of Calentta should be officially re- | 


presented in the Trust. It has also seenet de- 
sirable that the Customs Department. and Cou- 
servator of the Port should have a voice in the 
administration of the Trust. 

The present Bill, beyond a general description 
of the nature of the works to be carried out by 
the Trustees, does not lay down any particular 
scheme for the improvement of the Port, it be- 
ing thought better that the particular mode of 
carrying out the desired objects should be left to 
be determined by the Local and Supreme Go- 
vernments, . 

The Bill proposes to limit the total amount of 
funds to be raised on debentures, and the 
maximum rates of tolls to be levied. What these 
limits should be seems a matter which will be 
best determined after enquiry and discussion by 
the Select Committee on the Bill, 

The Bill proposes that the Port-dues at present 
collected under the Port Act of 1855 (other than 
Pilotage-dues) shall be received by tho Trustees, 
who shall also have power to levy Tolls for the 
landing, warehousing, and shipping of goods ; 
and that the necessary funds shall be raised on 
the security of these dues and tolls, and of the 
property to be acquired by the ‘Trustees.
